ANTHONY DI BONAVENTURA has performed in 22 countries and 
appeared with such major orchestras as the Philadelphia Orchestra, the 
New York Philharmonic, the Chicago Symphony, the Pittsburgh Symphony, 
the Vienna Symphony and many others. He has appeared on the Great 
Performers Series at Lincoln Center and the festivals of Ann Arbor, 
Saratoga, Bergen (Norway), Spoleto and Lucca (Italy), Zagreb (Yugosla- 
via), and Conaueschingen (Germany). During his second triumphant tour 
of Australia and New Zealand. he was the soloist for the concerts which 
Opened the famed Sydney Opera House. 

Several compositions by world-renowned composers have been written 
expressly for Mr. Di Bonaventura: Luciano Berio's Piano Concerto, 
"Points on the Curve to Find...", Milko Kelemen's "Mirabilia" for 
Piano and Orchestra, Vincent Persichetti's Piano Concerto, and Gyorgy 
Ligeti's Concerto for Piano. 

A child prodigy, Mr. Di Bonaventura started his piano studies at 
the age of three, gave his first professional concert at the age of 
four, won a scholarship to New York's Music School Settlement at six, 
and appeared as soloist with the New York Philharmonic at thirteen. 

At sixteen, he became the pupil of the celebrated Russian teacher, 
Madame Isabella Vengerova, and later entered the Curtis Institute from 
which he graduated with highest honors. He is now Professor of Music 
at the School for the Arts of Boston University and Chairman of the 
Piano Department. 

Mr. Di Bonaventura has recorded for Columbia, RCA, Connoisseur 
Society, and Sine Qua Non Records. 

Tonight's concert is Anthony Di Bonaventura's Toronto debut.
